(h) The department shall attempt to encourage courses in all areas of
the state and shall avoid a concentration of grants in one area.

(3 COURSE REQUIREMENTS, To be eligible for relmbursement a rldmg
course shall meet the following minimum requlrements.

(7) INSTRUCTORS. {a) If necessary to ensure the existence of a sufficient
number of trained instructors, the department may contract with a qual-
ifted chief instruetor to provide instructor training.
